193 current law cost due to revised revenue projections in Biennial Revenue
Estimate (BRE) and updated cost drivers including district property values,
attendance projections, and tax rates.

Method of Finance (MOF) adjustments resulting from BRE updates totaling $500
million include increases of $199 million in the Property Tax Relief Fund, $134
million in the Available School Fund, and $167 million in Lottery Proceeds.
These revenue increases result in General Revenue savings of an equal amount.

Additionally, estimated savings resulting from updated FSP cost driver
information is $401 million; the Rider 3 sum-certain appropriation for the FSP
will be adjusted accordingly.

Add the Texas Early Learning Council to the list of advisory committees for
which reimbursement of expenses is allowed, and add federal funds as an
allowable method of finance for reimbursement.

Incorporate language restricting funding to programs authorized in 2014 and
providing intra-biennium unexpended balance authority that was mistakenly
left out of the Senate bill.

Texas Safe and Healthy Schools Initiative - House provides $54.5 million in
All Funds and 6.0 FTEs across all strategies for this item, including the following
components: (1) mental health supports and positive school culture ($37.0 million
and 6.0 FTEs); (2) facility safety and hardening ($10.0 million); (3) emergency
response coordination and auditing ($2.5 million); and (4) school health and
safety pilot grants ($5.0 million).

The Senate version of the supplemental bill includes $100.0 million from the
Economic Stabilization Fund for school hardening.

Both chambers provide an additional $9.0 billion for public education.
However, the Senate provides $300.0 million of the $9.0 billion to the Teacher
Retirement System (TRS) for the benefits associated with their across-the-board
salary increase. See TRS issue docket.

The House adds a rider providing new funding: Rider 77, Additional

The Senate retains language specifying that the
Commissioner shall award grants to schools with high percentages of students
who do not perform satisfactorily on relevant state assessments.

. The House specifies that the Commissioner shall not base a determination about

issuing awards solely on standardized test scores.

The House rider adds dual credit courses as one of the subject areas to be
prioritized and states that the Commissioner of Education shall collaborate with
the Commissioner of Higher Education to ensure that that the rigor level of any
state-developed open education resource instructional materials for dual credit
courses is reflective of collegiate expectations.

The Senate rider specifies that the curriculum for the academies shall include the
identification of students with dyslexia.

The House rider adds additional elements that are required to be included in
the report. The House rider also specifies that the report shall include an
evaluation of a longer time frame and specifies that recapture revenue should
be included as a portion of the local share of the cost of education.

The Senate rider specifies that in a manner consistent with the federally
approved Special Education Strategic Plan, the Texas Education Agency shall
ensure that the FTEs provide the services necessary to support the identification
and evaluation of students with autism and students with dyslexia.

Overview

The purpose of this rider is to delete language in TEA Rider 46, Texas Advanced Placement
Initiative, requiring funds used for teacher training under this program to be no less than the
amount expended in the 2010-11 biennium.

Required Action
On page 111-17 of the Texas Education Agency bill pattern, amend the following rider:

46. Texas Advanced Placement Initiative. Out of the General Revenue funds
appropriated above in Strategy A.2.1, Statewide Educational Programs, the
Commissioner shall spend $9,250,000 in fiscal year 2020 and $9,250,000 in fiscal
year 2021 to fund the Texas Advanced Placement Initiative.

In the administration of the Texas Advanced Placement Initiative, funding shall be
allocated for both the pre-Advanced Placement/International Baccalaureate activities
and for the Advanced Placement Incentive Program. In the allocation of funding for
the Texas Advanced Placement Initiative, the Texas Education Agency shall
prioritize-the award funds for examination fee subsidies for students_and for teacher

training.

It shall be the goal of the Texas Education Agency that Advanced
Placement/International Baccalaureate courses are available at as many public school
campuses as possible, without regard to the rural/urban status of the campus and the
socioeconomic characteristics of its students.

Any unexpended balances as of August 31, 2020, are hereby appropriated to fiscal
year 2021 for the same purpose.
